Hitler and the Nazis know well that despite their 
violent procedure they arouse only a sentiment of horror 
in the true martyred people of Germany. They know well 
that they are no longer fooling anyone. 

They had promised that their famous four-year plan 
would bring back prosperity to the Reich. Despite the 90 
decree-laws of the economist“ Goering, millions of work- 
ers and peasants are now worse fed and live a more 
wretched existence than ever. 

The fascist chiefs dared to say that the terrible 
armaments they were constructing were destined to safe- 
guard the rights they were denied. But today they con- 
fess cynically that they covet the territory and the raw 
materials of other countries and that their immense arma- 
ments are ready to seize the wealth of others. 


In regard to the German expedition in Spain, the 
Angriff, newspaper of the band in power, writes un- 
abashed: “Germany is lacking in raw materials. IT 
THEREFORE HAS THE RIGHT to send troops to Spain 
to acquire them.” 


But the Spanish policy of “Der Fuehrer is arousing 
the various sections of the German population against him. 
The people, first of all, naturally abhor the campaign 
in Spain and wonder why their sons are being sent 
there to be killed. And then, it is possible to read in the 
technical military press of the Reich that the high com- 
mand of the Reichswehr is also raising many objections 
to the expedition to Spain and the Mediterranean. 


These objections are summarized in a remarkable 
article from Germany which appeared in the weekly, 
Vendemiaire, of Oct. 20. The article summarizes with 
astounding energy all the complaints of the old high army 
command against the military policy and the diplomatic 
conduct of the Nazi upstarts. The article reflects the old 
Bismarckian and Prussian ideas which were routed by Wil- 
helm II, and resulted in the disaster of Nov., 1918.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3 (UP).—Ten in-+ might be ultra-microscopic filter- 


fants have died in ten days ‘rom 
a strange, highly virulent malady 
at St. Elizabeth's Hospital, Dr. Her- 
man N. Bundesen, president of the 
Board of Health, announced today. 

The infants ranged from five days 
to three weeks old, Bundesen said. 
Other babies were reported criti- 
cally ill of the same ailment. 

Dr. R. H. Jaffe, director of the 
pathological institute of the Cook" 
County Hospital, said he was “mys- 
tified” by the deaths, which came 
within a matter of hours after the 
inflammation of the intestina) tract 
first was noticed. 

“The disease seems to be an 
acute inflammation of the intes- 
tinal tract with intense taxic 
poisoning,” Bundesen said. “Death | 
usually follows within 24 hours. 
No one seems to know what 
causes it.”

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The Movement for Peace and 
Democracy Marches Forward 


A beacon light for the millions in Amer- 
ica who desire peace and the preservation of 
liberty was the recently concluded Pitts- 
burgh Congress of the League for Peace and 
Democracy. 

President Roosevelt’s historic Chicago 
peace speech, condemning the aggressor pow- 
ers and calling on the democratic nations to 
quarantine the war-mongering Fascist dic- 
tators, was the main political note of this 
Congress. This represented a deep clarifica- 
tion of policy of the broad mass movements 
within the League and was significantly in- 
dicative of the general trend of public 
Opinion on the question. Not only in the 
League and in the labor movement had the 
President’s speech helped to crystallize a 
deep-going development for international co- 
Operation for peace, but in those peace so- 
cieties not organizationally connected with 
the League, despite the fact that some of 
the official leaders of those bodies may still 
cling to the dangerous isolationist view. 

Thus, on this basis, the League’s new 
program reflects an advanced period of 
struggle for peace. 

While this Congress reported a sizeable 
broadening of thé mass base of the League 
—something like 1,250,000 above the af- 
filiation at the last Congress —still the 
broadening process is only beginning. The 
4,500,000 people represented in this Con- 
gress, of course, did not represent the full 
organizational strength of the League. 

The most significant feature of the com- 
position of the Congress was the trade union 
representation. More than 1,600,000 trade 
unionists had their delegates present. This 
was three times more than the trade union 
representation at the previous Congress of 
the League. Nor does this register the full 
trade union strength. The entire Rubber 
Workers Union, for instance, had elected its 
president to head a delegation to Pittsburgh, 
but he could not be present. 

Worth studying and as important guides 
to attion to preserve democracy and struggle 
against war are the 42 resolutions adopted 
at the Congress. The most outstanding of 
these will be published in the Daily Worker 
soon. There were resolutions on the Anglo- 
American trade pact discussion and other 
trade agreements; on the anti-lynching cam- 
Paign; on the Fascist training camps in the 
U. S.; against anti-Semitism, and one de- 
manding the liberation of Tom Mooney. 

A word on the resolution dealing with 
trade agreements. Urging the extension 
of the Anglo-American trade discussions 
to include consideration of similar pacts 
with all democratic powers as an economic 

basis for cooperation for peace, the reso- 
_ lution demanded that commercial pacts 
with the Fascist powers be barred, unless 
the most stringent conditions were in- 


se ‘cluded against the utilization of the agree- 


ments to strengthen Fascism. 
The decision taken on the initiative of

I you call a man a crook without smil- 
ing, you've got to prove it, bygum, or get 
into trouble.

“crook” and then hides behind the “freedom 
of the press” ruse when he is asked to prove 
his dirty insinuations? 

Mr. Weir, of the famous Weirton “hat- 
chet men,” who break strikes with methods 
copied after Hitler, has suddenly become a 
devotee of the “freedom of the press.” 

It seems that a certain journalistic hack, 
Hartley Barclay, wrote a paid-for article in 
a magazine praising Mr. Weirton to the skies 
and calling the National Labor Relations 
Board all kinds of names, and claiming that 
Weirton workers told Barclay that the NLRB 
could “crack down on any company it wanted 
to.” 


Now it seems that the NLRB is just curi- 


ous enough to want to know what the names 


of these people were who were supposed to 
have “tipped off” Mr. Barclay, and who paid 
for the article and what documents were 
used in writing it. 

Reasonable enough, is it not? If Mr. Bar- 
clay says the NLRB was this and that, then 
the NLRB simply wants to have a look at 
the proofs or the evidence. 

But what a howl Mr. Barclay is letting 
out about the “freedom of the press“! Free- 
dom to spill dirty insinuations about a gov- 
ernment body without having to answer for 
it, is what he means. 

Mr. Barclay’s lawyer is Elisha Hanson, 
attorney for the Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation, and this Mr. Hanson gets quite 
comical in his defense of the right to slander 
a government body, especially when it is a 
labor body.

For example, the last Catholic feasts and proces- 
sions at Aix-la-Chappelle in Upper Silesia were in fact 
militant anti-Fascist manifestations on a scale never 
before seen in Nazi Germany. More than 140,000 peo- 
ple marched to Annaberg in Upper Silesia a few weeks 
ago. This political action of the Catholics was well 
prepared. On the march ieaflets were distributed ex- 
plaining to the Catholics what the Popular Front of 
Germany is and urging them to join it. The leaflets 
were hungrily received. Even in the churches the 
priests in their sermons referred to the distribution of 
the leaflets. °

The response of the Catholics was, “Heil our 
Bishop!” The bishop to whom they referred was 
Bishop Sebastian de Spire, who had been subject to 
Nazi persecution and had been indicted by the Nazi 
leaders of the Palatinate and the Saar. He had been 
the defendant in a farcical trial by the Nazi persecu- 
tors.

Wealthy American exploiters do not count on the 
doctored news of the ‘daily capitalist press to advise 
them on world events.

OME TIME or other, I wish I could persuade some 
imaginative publisher to subsidize me for a few. 
years to gather and edit nothing but letters—private

Most of what we really know of the daily life of 
the past has been reconstructed, not from literary works 
or official records, but from humbler personal letters, 
diaries, household accounts and the like. 


I always regretted the passing of the Workers’ 
. a pe cap cay: Airave Who can forget some of 

those sharecroppers’ letters—so concrete in specific detail, so naive yet 
powerful, letters containing a ccliective emotion as deep as the spir- 
ituals? 


Every workers’ paper should print as many letters from its readers 

as it can stimulate. Vailiant-Couturier, editor of Humanite, once 

i conducted a forum for young people in his newspaper, then made a 

book of the letters he received. It was facsinating, and told more of 

the problems and character of French working-class youth than any 
professional author could have done. 


The Soviet press is famous for its workers’ correspondence. This 
is a feature in every paper and is treated as seriously as the editorials 
or foreign cables—more so, perhaps, since it is the voice of the people. 

What is the American rank and file Communist and trade unionist 
thinking about every day? What is he experiencing, what is his life 
like? It would be almost impossible to tell from the reading the Daily 
Worker.
